But Larger Than Average 


Are Collin County families getting 
larger or smaller in size? How big is 
the average local family compared 
with those in other parts of the 
country? 
The question of family size has 
come to the fore lately because of 
government figures that show marked 
changes, nationally, in family com­ 
position. 
Biologists and ecologists have been 
concerned for some years about the 
rapid growth in population and the 
resultant rate at which the country 
has 
been 
using 
up 
its 
natural 
resources and contam inating the 
environment. 


More recently, there has been a 
change in the population picture, due 
to a sharp drop in the birth rate. 
For the first time in history, the 
number of births in the United States 
has dropped to a level that represents 
zero population growth. 
About 2.1 children per family are 
required just for population main­ 
tenance, according to the Census 
Bureau. It has been around that point 
for some time, in marked contrast to 
earlier years. 
The latest report, 
however, shows a rate of only 1.8. 
In Collin County, on the basis of the 
latest 
figures, 
households 
are 
somewhat larger than in most com­ 


munities, reflecting the birth rate 
prevailing in recent years. The 
average, locally, is 302 persons per IOO 
households. 
In other parts of the United States, 
by way of comparison, the average is 
296 per IOO households. Throughout 
the West South Central States, it is 
299. 
The figures show that families in the 
local area are smaller than they were 
some years ago. In 1960 there were 313 
persons in every IOO households, as 
against the 302 per IOO today. 
Although the nation’s fertility rate 
is below the replacement level of 2.1 
children per family at the present 
time, 
the 
real 
end 
of 
natural 
population growth cannot be expected 
until that rate has been maintained 
for a long time, because of the number 
of girls Milo are approaching child­ 
bearing age. 
Not until every girl now born 
completes her child-bearing years 
and she and her daughters have held 
to the 2.1 rate, would births offset 
deaths on a permanent basis. 


Local Impact Eyed 
Texans Mull Speech 


State officials and spokesmen for 
Texas-based oil and energy com­ 
panies all praised President Carter 
for telling Americans the bitter truth 
— that efforts to conserve oil and gas 
are needed. 
But both groups said the Carter 
proposals do little to stimulate future 
energy production and they worry 
about their impact on the state’s 
economy. 
Jack S. Blanton, president of Texas 
Mid-Continental 
Oil 
and 
Gas 
Association in Houston, said Carter’s 
efforts had a "glaring deficiency” in 
the absence of a way to develop 
reserves. 
‘‘Through his crude oil production 
tax, billions of dollars spent by con­ 
sumers for energy will be diverted to 
governmental spending programs.” 
“Extension of federal controls to 
intrastate natural gas will cause price 


rollbacks in Texas when present 
contracts expire, cutting exploration 
budgets and gas supplies for Texas 
consumers and reducing state reve­ 
nues.” 
Blanton’s feelings concerning the 
impact to Texas of the Carter’s 
energy proposals were echoed by Lt. 
Gov. William P. Hobby, the state 
official most critical of the plan. 
"This plan, if enacted which God 
forbid, will produce $27.3 billion in 
taxes, of which $6.6 billion will come 
right out of the hide of the state of 
Texas,” Hobby said. 
Declaring that Carter’s emphasis 
on conservation could cause a no­ 
growth policy in the United States, 
Mark Wallace, chairman of the Texas 
Railroad Commission said, "We 
cannot maintain our position of world 
leadership on a no-growth policy.” 
Shell Oil Co. President John F. 


Bookout, 
who 
pledged 
"full 
cooperation” with the President, said 
the U.S. must begin immediate ex­ 
ploration of the leased lands off the 
Atlantic Coast; establish an outer 
continental shelf leasing schedule 
“unencumbered by 
administrative 
delays and environmental attacks;” 
and amend the Clean Air Act to 
permit expansion of coal consumption 
and increased strip mining. 
Al Erwin, a member of the Public 
Utility Commission, said he thinks the 
President's energy 
plan 
would 
stabilize utility rates in Texas, and 
said the state is probably ahead of 
Carter’s schedule for converting 
electric generating plants from 
natural gas to other fuels. He said the 
electric rate structures the President 
proposed are in line with policies 
already adopted by the utility com­ 
mission.

Children and adolescents with 
emotional or adjustment problems 
have been helped by the Plano Child 
Guidance Clinic since 1971, but with 
the addition of newly-appointed 
clinical administrator Karen Pierret, 
the clinic is now operating on a full 40- 
hour-a-week schedule and will be able 
to 
assist 
even 
more 
troubled 
youngsters. 
A graduate of the Masters program 
in the School of Social Work at the 
University of Texas at Arlington, Ms. 
Pierret took on her new duties in 
Plano about three weeks ago. She was 
formerly employed as a therapist with 
the Dallas County Mental Health- 
Mental Retardation Assn. and as 
director of education for the special 
school at the Ft. Worth Child Study 
Center. 
The new administrator said that she 
and the clinic’s board of directors 
have several goals in mind for both 
the near and far future, but that the 
most important goal is expanding 
services to children. 
“If we can’t provide a service to a 
child in Collin County, then there’s no 
one else to do it,” Ms. Pierret ex­ 
plained. “We are the only children’s 
guidance service in the county and 
we’re now exploring where we are 
needed. 
“At the present our responsibilities 
lie in Plano,” she continued. “We may 
find that we need to expand into 
McKinney and the rest of the county. 
We have not had enough services for 
children and since our town is growing 
so rapidly, the expansion of services is 
our major goal.” 
Eventually, Ms. Pierret added, the 
Child Guidance Clinic hopes to 
sponsor some “preventive” programs 
which might include classes in 
parenting. 


formed, and later a group for IO to 12- 
year olds. 
The type of children receiving 
guidance from the clinic varies 
trem endously. According to Ms. 
Pierret, there has recently been a 
large number of adolescents receiving 
counseling for problems with running 
away, drug 
use and excessive 
truancy. Some teenagers with suicidal 
tendencies are also being treated. 
“Crisis intervention” is the term 
used for the type of treatment given in 
many of these cases. Problems are 
attacked by the counselors im ­ 
mediately in order to help the families 
get back to a normal life pattern. 
Any child up to 18 years of age who 
attends school within the Plano 
Independent School District is eligible 
for services from the Guidance Ginic. 
A sliding scale fee based upon family 
size and income is charged and varies 
from as little as $1 per session to $35 
for treatment and $45 for diagnostic 
evaluation. 
The majority of young clients are 
referred to the clinic by the school 
district. Juvenile officer Pete Barnes 
also refers some children for treat­ 
ment and parents themselves may 
bring their children in without 
referral from an official agency or 
person. 
Funding comes from the family 
fees, the school district, United Way 
and private contributions. A local 
sorority chapter has been very 
helpful, Ms. Pierret pointed out, by 
providing carpeting, curtains, a small 
refrigerator and a vacuum cleaner. 
Volunteer workers play an im­ 
portant part in the operation of the 
clinic, the adm inistrator added. 
Workers act as receptionist, check 
clients in and out, answer the phone 
and do secretarial services. More 
volunteers are needed and anyone 
interested should call the clinic at 423- 
6361. 
Besides 
the 
many 
interested 
volunteers who assist the Guidance 
Clinic, there are a board of directors 
and an advisory board made up of 
active Plano citizens. These people 
work continually to improve the 
services of the non-profit clinic. 
“People who are troubled need 
people who care,” summarized Ms. 
Pierret, "and 
the 
Plano 
Child 
Guidance Clinic cares about people.” 


Program Is Enlarged 


"We would try to intervene at the 
parental level so that the child doesn’t 
get to the point where he needs help,” 
the administrator explained. 
Group therapy is another field that 
is currently being developed for use in 
Plano by the clinic. Previously, all 
counseling has been done on an in­ 
dividual basis, but Ms. Pierret and 


part-time staff psychologist Dr. Dan 
Cox are now putting together a co-ed 
group therapy session for teenagers. 
"Teenagers especially seem to 
work better in groups,” noted Ms. 
Pierret. "They need the peer pressure 
and approval.” 
After the co-ed group gets off the 
ground, an all-girl group may be

your national parks 
Right Around Home

While 
Yellowstone 
is 
generally considered to be 
the first N ational P ark , 
there are those who argue, 
with a great deal of validity, 
that the honor belongs to Hot 
Springs National Park. 
On April 20,1832, Congress 
decided that the hot springs, 
together with four sections of 
land "be reserved for the 
future disposal of the United 
States.” 
This was 40 years before 
Yellowstone was set aside by 
President Grant as a "public 
pleasuring ground for the 
benefit and enjoyment of all 
the people.” 
Hot Springs Reservation, 
as 
it 
becam e 
known, 
probably 
was 
the 
first 
delib erate 
attem p t 
by 
Congress to specifically 
reserve a significant natural 
resource for the benefit of 
the public. However, no 
specific 
policies 
w ere 
defined which would govern 
the use of the Reservation, 
and no adm inistering agency 
was appointed until 1877. 
When the National Park 
Service was established in 
1916, the reservation and 
other parks and monuments 
were included in the new 
bureau and in 1921 the name 
was changed to Hot Springs 
National Park. 
First or not. Hot Springs 
continues 
to 
provide 
the 
sam e kind of hot water that 
it did 145 years ago. The 
water bubbles forth from 47 
hot springs, 45 of which have 
been capped to provide 
th erm al 
w aters for the 
bathhouses. 
The bathhouses, located in 
the park and in the city of 
Hot Springs, are all con-

D EA R PO LLY — I read about the reader who has a freezer 
with a terrible odor and I want to tell her to sprinkle wet 
coffee grounds in her deep freeze. — M YRTLE. 
D EA R PO LLY — Do tell Mrs J.S P and anyone else who 
needs a room deodorizer that household ammonia is very 
good, especially for cooking odors, and is not as expensive as 
vanilla A small amount in an open container will do the trick 
Keep out of the way of children and pets — MRS R I B. 
D EA R PO LLY — We bought a travel trailer and discovered 
that someone had left fish bait in the refrigerator. It had 
rotted and left a strong fishy odor Neither soap, bleach nor 
vinegar helped one bit, but we finally heard about crushing 
newspapers and sprinkling kitty litter in the refrigerator We 
did this and the odor disappeared It now smells sweet as new

DEAR BONNY — Perhaps those ideas came indirectly 
from this column as both the newspaper and litter have been 
suggested separately. Together they certainly should do a job.

A couple of years ago I read in your 
column about the odor from spoilage in a deep freeze and a 
suggested remedy was small chunks of cedar closed up in the 
box until the odor disappeared I forwarded this to a friend 
who used it with great success — A Reader in Colorado 
D EA R PO LLY — A fuse blew and there was spoiled food 
left in my refrigerator Cleaning did nothing for the odor that 
seemed to grow worse It finally dawned on me that in all my 
cleaning I had never let any of the cleaning solutions run down 
the drain of my self-defrosting refrigerator freezer. So out 
went all the new frozen foods I cleaned the walls again with a 
strong hot baking soda solution I poured some of this solution 
down the drain being careful not to let it overflow the 
evaporating pan below A sort of jellied residue came down in 
lumps from the drain pipe so I emptied and washed this pan 
What an odor! When the water came clean and clear from the 
drain pipe I returned the pan. turned the freezer back on. put 
the food back and there was not a whiff of an odor left. This is 
simple and really works — R F

Coach Ron McNeil figures his Plano Senior High Wildcat 
track team will finish in the top three in the District 13-AAAA 
Track Meet scheduled for Saturday, April 23 at Richardson 
High. 
McNeil estimates Richardson and Greenville to be the 
squads to beat at the nine-team meet. Other teams include 
Sherman, Denison, Paris, Lake Highlands, Berkner, and 
Pearce. 
“Our strengths lie in the distance events and the quarter 
mile,” Coach McNeil said. 
Miler Rick Banks is Piano’s leading contender for the mile 
run honors. The junior trackster ran his best of the season 
last Saturday in the Land-O-Lakes Relays - a 4:27.7. That is 
also the new Plano Senior High record 


In the quarter mile, McNeil has Junior Compass who has 
run a season best of 49.7 seconds, also last Saturday in the 
Land-O-Lakes Relays. 


McNeil sees Richardson as the top contender because of 
their even balance in most events. 
“They are a balanced team in running and field events. 
They have good sprinters and both relays (mile and 440) are 
good. They have several quality people,” McNeil said. 
“Their weakest area is probably the middle distance and 
distance races,” McNeil added. 


McNeil feels Greenville will be a major power at the meet 
because of their speed. 
“Greenville has outstanding sprinters and quarter milers. 


They have outstanding speed and a lot of depth. They have 
the district’s best time in the sprint relay and a good mile 
relay team.”
